Name of the officer and rank. — Shri Hanuman- 
thappa Naravanaswamy Reddy, Sub-Inspector 
of Police, ivtysore. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded.^During the period 1938—48, Sub- 
Inspector Reddy displayed on several occasions con- 
spicuous courage, loyalty and devotion to duty in the 
maintenance of law and order. In two cases of serious 
rioting in 1938 and 1940 at Channapatna and Jalahalli 
respectively, he showed commendable initiative in 
handling a serious situation. An act of cool courage 
on his part was when in 1944 in a clash between the 
police and some military personnel, he effected the 
arrest of two offenders by extricating himself from a 
surrounding body of a do?en army men. 

2. In 19^8 there was widespread rioting in Bangalore. 
On one occasion Sub-Inspector Reddy faced a riotous 
mob of about 2,000 persons at Ragipet, dispersed them 
and saved many lives and property. Again in the 
same year when a football match between two 
Bangalore teams ended in a free fight, he took effective 
action and prevented the sure ad of the trouble In the 
City. 

3. On the 28th October 1953 while investigating a 
case of theft Sub -Inspector Reddy was stabbed in the 
chest and on the thighs. In spite of being seriously 
Injured, Sub -Inspector Reddy overpowered his assailant 
and handed him over to the Market Police Station. 
In this incident also he showed commendable courage. 

4. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with It the special allowance 
admissible to officers of and below the rank of Insoec- 
tor of Police provided in rule 5.
